therefrom, for any period of service less 
than one year, is entitled to eighty acres 
ot the public domain, either for himself 
or hia heirs; for service between ouo and 
tv.o years, 120 acres; and over two years' 
service ICO acres. This will bo regarded 
by many as extravagant, but it fprovidos 
for a much better disposition ot tho pub- 
lic domain than the present plnu of deal- 
ing it out to speculators. 


Senator Plumb, of Kansas haa, another 


bill beforo the senate, which provides 
that every non-commissioned officer, pri- 
vate,-or other persons discharged from 
the array during the wi'.r of tlio rebellion 
within two years from tho <Mo ot enlist- 
ment, on acconnt of disability incurred 
in tho line ot military duty, shall receive 
a warrant for 100 acres ot land.

2. The financial questions to be raised 


at tho present session ot congress aro cal- 
culated to have fa more or less unsettled 
effect. • 


3. If congress nhouU yield to. the pre- 


vailing presturo for a material reduction 
of taxation,—which would mean a cor- 
responding curtailment ot the liquida- 
tion of government bonds—it would fol- 
low that an annual demand tor $100,000,- 
000 ot now securities created by these 
liquidations would bo to that extent cur- 
tailed, which would amount to a very 
substantial influence upon prices. 


4. Tho attitude of the Chicago & North- 


western and tho Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroads towards tho Iowa pool suggests 
tho possibility ot a severe competition 
among tho western companies. 


But on thu other side they giv« the 


following as among tho probabilities fa- 
voring the market: 


1. The money market is likely to re- 


main oaay during tho winter and spring 
mouths. 


2. Tho depression iu business is chiolly 


confined to the seaboard centres ot trade, 
while in the grain-growing and western 
mining states and in tho cotton states 
there is little complaint, business being 
reasonably active and collections easy. 


o. The crops ot 'tho current year have 


been ample and, although slow in com- 
ing to market, should 
afford the basis 


for a healthy spring business. 


•I. The earnings cf the railroads con- 


tinue to show a largo increase on those 
ot last year,and as there lias boon » fall 
iu tho price of iron »nd supplies gen- 
erally these corporations should show a 
good result from tho year's business. 


5. There is reason to think that car- 


rout estimates of the r""fral stato of 
business draw exaggerate.; conclusions 
from special symptoms sedn at certain 
centres'bat not in the country at largo. 


G. Tho foreign exchanges appear likely 


to ran in favor of this country for some 
time to come, for tho exports of cotton 
are largo ami the shipment of our wheat 
surplus oannot bo much longer delayed, 
while the imports ot merchandise are 
very conservative.
